SPARS OF F UNKNOWN YACHT | 
phew UP AT ST.

Lite-Having Corps There Believes the 
Wreckage Belongs to Pleasure Ves- 
eel Which Wes at Least 75 Feet Long. 


St. Joseph, Mich., Sept. 
Evidence that leads to the belief that some 
unknown pleasure sailing yacht is now help- 
lessly adrift in Lake Michigan or that the 
craft has foundered and the crew perished 
during the heavy gale that prevailed on the 
lake for the last week was brought about 
by the finding of a broken spar by the life- 
saving crew of this city evening. The 


near saddle, just above the decks. The top 
mast was broken off four feet below the 
masthead, Attached to the spar was a com- 
plete set of iron trucks and wire rigging. 

Entangled in the trucks were blocks, spar 
hooks, pin rack, and green starboard light 
screen.

Passengers on Post Boy, Already 
Wrightened by Rough Voyase,

Lying helpless off the shore at Lincoln 
| Park, the little steamer Post Boy, with a 
broken rudder, was buffeted by the waves 
for five hours before it was towed away by 
a tug from the life-saving station. Thirty 
‘passengers who had braved the heavy sea 
Jon the morning trip were landed with some 
difficulty shortly after the accident, the boat 
drifting up to the landing. 7 
The accident occurred just before the land- | 
ing at the park was reached. Captain R. 
Vanderhoof was steering the steamer close 
to the shore shortly. before 11 a. m., when 
the rudder struck on a bar and broke off. 
The passengers, already frightened by the 
high sea, frantically ran about on the boat 
plying the Captain with questions. 
wind, fortunately, was from the south and 
the boat drifted toward the landing until i 
was near enough grappled 
to begin a campaign which will sweep over 9 the N land. 


Unable to Throw Line. 
The life-saving station was notified at 


once, and the tug Perfection, with Captain 
Wililiam Smith, responded. The Post Boy 
had drifted further on the beach, and the 
tug was unable to run close enough in to aid 
the helpless steamer. Throughout the after- 
noon the crowds on the park front watched 
te tug vainly maneuvering to throw a tow 
ne. va 2 


Late in the afternoon the Lena Niblock, 


with Captain Frank McGregor; was sent for, 
and, as this boat drew but six feet of water, 
a line was passed from the tug to the Post 
Boy, and the rudderless craft: was drawn 
out Into the lake and docked near the Rush 
street bridge. 


We came out of the accident without 


much trouble to the passengers,” sald Cap- 
tain Vanderhoof. The broken rudder will | 
keep us from making trips for.a day or two, | 
but the engine machinery was not hurt. The | 
passengers were never in any danger. We 
were too close in.“ . 


One ot the few boats that made the Chi- 


cago harbor from up the lake yesterday 
morning was the Colgate Hoyt, a freighter 
from Lake Superior. with iron: ore. It was 
carrying 3,500 tons of cargo, and for two 
days the boat practically was under water, 
and not one of the crew ventured on the 
decks during that time.

Social and economic conditions in European 
elties were studied by Miss Mary E. Me- 
Dowell, head of the University of Chicago 
Settlement, during a three months’ leave of 
absence just ended. She spent most of her 
time in London, Glasgow, and Brussels, also 
visiting Paris and some other cities. 

She says promoters of social settlements 
in the United States have much to learn 
from Europe, but there is much more spirit 
and hopefulness on this side of the water. 
Miss McDowell was much impressed with the 
cobperative movement in Brussels. Of 
she said yesterday: 

It is the most successful enterprise in the 
way of cotperation that I have ever seen. 
Seventeen years ago seven workmen con- 
tributed 42 apiece toward a bakery on the 
cotperative plan. They began on the small- 
est plan, baking bread for themselves. To- 
this same codperative establishment has 
20,000 members, who patronize their own 
centers of distribution. The bakery bakes 
200,000 loaves of bread every week.

Harry De Windt About to Make His 
‘Third Attempt to Traverse Siberia 
and Cross Bering Strait on the lee 

Will Be Assisted by the Russian and 

American Governments and Hopes 

to Find Feasible Route for a Rail-

LONDON, Sept. 15.—[Correspondence. ]— 
Harry De Windt, the explorer, is about to 
make a third attempt to accomplish an over- 
land journey via Bering Strait between Eu- 
rope and America. 4 

Early in November George Harding. who 
has accompanied Mr. De Windt on all his 
previous travels, will proceed from Paris to 
Yakutsk, where he will get together dog 
and reindeer teams and will await-Mr. De 
Windt's arrival. 

On Dec. 10 Mr. De Windt will leave Paris 
and travel by the Transsiberian railway di- 
rect to the terminus of Irkutsk, which place 
will be reached on Dec. 20. Thence the 
traveler will proceed to Yakutsk, a distance 
of 1,300 miles, inyolving a three weeks’ 
sleigh joumney: At Yakutsk early in Janu- 
ary Mr. De Windt hopes to join Mr. Harding, 4 


Second Stage of the Journey. 

It is expected that the settlement of Nijni. 
Kolymsk, which has a population of 2,000 
political exiles, will be reached in February, 
and there Mr. De Windt hopes to fall in 
with an ivory caravan returning to one of 
the small settlements on the shores of Bering 
Strait. It is, of course, Mr. De Windt's in-

Object of the Expedition. 

Mr. De Windt's chief object is to survey the 
country to the northeast of Yakutsk, to 
which point the Russian government is pro- 
jecting a railway next year from Irkutsk. 
Yakutsk will then be the junction of the 
Manchurian and Siberian sections. From 
Lakutsk to Bering Straits, which, with the 
exception of one mountain range, is all 
flat, will also be surveyed in view of a possi- 
ble extension of railways. 2 4 

On the American side surveyors are al- 
ready working on the northern extension 
of the Kiondike railway to the American 
shore of Bering 6traits. | | 

Although comparatively narrow the ter- 
rific currents and ice floes preclude the pos- 
sibility of a bridge connecting the two con- 
tinents, but Beigiane and American engi- 
neers have under consideration the cun- 
struction” of a tunnel.

verrla. Inquiries seem to show that he was 
born in Barranquilla, Colombia, and was a 
Colombian. If shot, it was because he was 
a native who had aided foreigners to invade | 
Colombia. There is no doubt that he was 
the commander of the Venezuelan gunboats 
lately cruising before La Hacha and Guajira. 


Punished for Treason. 


The decree under which he is reported 


to have been executed was published about 
a month ago. It characterizes as tréasona- 
ble and punishable with death the act of 
a Colombian invading Colombia with for- 
eigners. But whether executed or not, there 
is no reasonable doubt that General Ece- 
verria had been cabtured by the Colom- 
bians. 

It is reported that abo@t 200 wounded have 
reached Maracaibo. The Venesuelan gov- 
ernment has just acquired 350 tons of coal 
in Caracas, which was shipped today to Port 
San Carlos and Maracaibo. It was not paid 
for before departure, and the owner vainly 
attempted to stop the chipment.

CHINESE NOW IN FULL CONTROL. 


Foreign Troops Assembled at Tien Tsin 
or Along the Railroad—Pekin 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE,] 

TIEN TSIN, Sept. 22.—Today terminates 
the official occupation of the Province of 
Chili by the allies. There are about 16,000 
troops here and along the line of communica- 
tion with Pekin, although the international 
agreement provides for only 12,000. Some 
of these will shortly depart, but 18,000 or 
14,000 men or perhaps more will remain 
through the winter. In fact, their stay will 
be indefinite 

The excess of troops is made up of British 
and Germans. The English say that the 
Third Bombay Cavalry and two batteries 
of artillery have been delayed in getting 
away. 

The dominance of the Chinese in Chill Is 
now complete. They are also in control in 
Mongolia, northeast of the Gobi Desert, ex- 
cept the district between We-Hol and Shan- 
Hai-Kwan, which is in a condition of chaos, 
owing to the bandits there. Manchuria is gar- 
risoned and controlled by the Russians, 
whose consulates are all fortified. Six hun- 
dred bandits have entered Chili, west of 
Shan-Hai-Kwan, to escape the Russians, 
whose rule ig rigorous. 

The authorities at Pekin all agree that the 
Manchurian question requires an immedi- 
ate settlement.

Dr. Carl Lumplotz Lectures in Sweden 
on His Five Years Adventures 
in Mexico. 


CHRISTIANIA, Sept. 13.—[Correspond- 
ence.}—Dr: Carl Lumpoltz, the traveler and 
explorer, who has been spending the last 
five years in the hitherto unknown regions 
of northwestern Mexico in the interests of 
the American Museum of Natural History of 
New York, and who ts the first white man 
who has lived among the cave dwellers in 
those remote parts. lectured last night before 
the Geographical society. } 

At first the cave dwellers resisted his taking 


gained their confidence and was allowed to 
remain. He learned their ways, their 
language, and their songs, and joined in their 
dances, One chief among the cave dwellers 
even went so far as to offer him his daughter 
in marriage, and on another occasion he was 
almost compelled to marry one of the giris 
belonging to the Cora tribe. 

The Mexican Indians are monogamists and 


many of the tribes he found a higher degree 
of morality than in civilized countries. They 
are highly intelligent, and are, the lecturer 
said, a far superior race than those of their 
kinsmen in the United States and South 
America. Theft and disease are both un- 
known among them. The land is held in com- 
mon. Their principal food consists of Indian 
eorn and beans.

NEW VOLUMES OF IRISH LORE. 


Royal Commission on Historical Manu- 
scripts Promises Reports of Excep-

LONDON, Sept. 23, 8 a. m.—The royal com- 
missién on historical manuscripts in Scot- 
land and Ireland is progressing steadily, and 
some reports of exceptional interest to stu- 
dents may shortly be looked for. 

Among the forthcoming calendars of the 
collection in Ireland are two which will 
ceive a particularly hearty welcome. e 
of the volumes in question will be in effect a 
supplement to the report issued sixty years 
2 upon the archives of the town of Gal- 
way. 

The former conditions of ute in Galway 
were peculiar, inasmuch as owing to its 
geographical position the internal adminis- 
tration of the town was to a great extent 
beyond the immediate control of the govern- 
ment in Dublin. 

The munictpal,records show in detail ar- 
rangements by which the Galway authori- 
ties legislated for the civic community within 
their wall and regulated transactions with 
the occasionally hostile people of adjacent 
districts, as well as with traders from Eng- 
land and the continent. $ 

Another Irish collection in regard to which 
further information is promised is that pre- 
served at the Dublin College of the Irish 
Franciscans. This collection includes papers 
of rare value on the labors of and establish- 
ments founded by Irish missionaries in 
England, and on the continent. 

Although Parliament will not meet until 
next year there is little doubt that the ques- 
tion of the Grimsby riots will be brought be- 
fore the attention of the Lower House. In- 
nocent persons were undoubtedly injured And 
already representations have been made to 
the Home Secretary as to the methods adopt- 
ed by the police.

On Saturday the Local Transportation 
committee’s subcommittee on service de- 
cided to recommend to the general commit- 
tee two aggressive steps by the city. By the 
one it is proposed to secure additional trans- 
fers through enforcing an existing ordinance, 
and by the other to reduce the profit to the 
companies and the cost to passengers of 
crowded service. Both were admirably con- 
ceived, alike from the standpoint of strategy 
and of fairness. 

In 1889 the Corporation Counsel delivered 
an opinion to the effect that the eity had 


| power to regulate Itreet railway fares and 


transfers, and the following year the Council 
passed an ordinatice prescribing a fare not 
to exceed five cents,” with one transfer, if 
required, “for one continuous trip” “ for 
any distance within the city limits on any 
two lines “ owned, leased, or operated by 
the same company. This ordinance, how- 
ever, though complied with to a degree, has 
remained to an important extent a dead let- 
ter on the North and West Bides.

The subcommittee, however, goes further 
and proposes to test the power of the city to 
prevent the companies from collecting full 
fare from strapholders. It recommends that 
this ordinance be amended so as to prescribe

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

Now that the last sad act in the national 
tragedy is finished the future is anticipated 
with greater confidence than business in- 
terests felt when they were under the de- 
pressing influence of the shocking occur- 
rence at Buffalo. The purpose of the new 
Bxecutive to carry out the policy of his 
predecessor means that the country has 
undergons a change in Presidents, but not 
in administration. The latter is always 
attended with uncertainty. All the acts of

President Roosevelt trom the time he i 


learned the news that made him the head 
of the nation have added to the invaluable 
quality of confidence, and no developments 
of a disturbing nature have occurred in the 
business world. That there will be some 
hesitation in new enterprises is expected, 
but bankers have found nothing to create 
apprehension. Country bankers have re- 
sponded to the faith with which the lead- 
ing busiites interests have accepted the 
‘new Executive. 

Aa the first evidence of a sentimental or 
decided influence in the business situation 
is found in the stock market, all the re- 
sources of Wall street were used to make 
the opening prices on Monday auspicious. 
To that end New York buying orders made 
the market for American stocks in London 
a strong one with a gain of several points. 
With that start it was easier to bring about 


‘| the buoyant market with which Wall street 


began the week. The manipulation was 
probably one of the greatest in the history 
of the street, but public sentiment was with 
it and that enabled the controlling powers 
to protect values with a success that must 
have been beyond their expectations, With- 
out confidence on the part of the public the 
display of strength would hardly have been 
as great. In every field of the country’s 
work business has proceeded evenly, though 
quietly, on account of the calamity. Thurs- 
day was observed universally as a day of 
mourning. 

The unfortunate condition of the corn crop 
this year was brought forcibly before the 
country again by severe frosts, which in- 
jured the yield a little more. It has now 
suffered from both extremes of the ele- 
ments, This damage caused a sharp ad- 
vance in corn on the Board of Trade on 
Tuesday, but the whole gain was not held. 
Chicago houses sold stocks in the New York 
market on the same day and forced a de- 


cline of two or three points in many securi- 


ties. The money market is easier in feel- 
ing and there appears to be no prospect of 


stringency. The heaviest wheat crop ever 


raised in the country is being moved with- 


out causing tight money rates in the large 
centers, and country banks still have enough 
funds to come to the central cities for loans.

The Finns are now subjected to the same 
treatment as Russians and are compelled 
to use the Russian language. Formerly 
Finland had a national army of its own 
and enjoyed numerous privileges and lib- 
erties, On July 11 the-Russian government 
decreed a new military law abolishing the 
Finnish army and demanding the conscrip- 
tion of Finns for the regular Russian army. 
Despite united opposition this harsh meas- 
ure has been put in force, When the ques-

The 
directorate of a railroad represents not effi- 
ciency, though tha men in it may be railroad 
men of ability, but the controlling interests. 
This is all right. It is a custom denounced 
in politics, I do not say that it is right In 
politics, but it seems to be inevitable and it 
certainly is business. To talk about the 
way out ts for theorists.. Here are some sug- 
geations, however: 

1. Perfect the business of politics. Carry 
on Croker’s scheme to the limit by com- 
pelling him to perfect his organization and 
requiring more in the way of public service 
from the men he has his Mayor appoint heads 
of departments: This can be done by or- 
ganising the reform voters into blocks, just 
as the machines do, and voting with the 
minority party, not because it is better, but 


to whip the majority into shape. To oust the 


majority means the slow up-building of an- 
other majority out of the minority. 

2. Let reformers aim to be bosses. Young 
men with patriotic motives have often been 
urged to go into politics, but usually they 
have gone into office. But officeholding is 
temporary. Governors, and Mayors, and 
Presidents don’t rule this country. Bosses 
do. Then why shouldn’t our ambitious 
youth aim to be boss? 

Many people who J. Lincoln Steffens’ 
article on Politics’ Gs one of the Great 
Types of Modern Business, which is to ap- 
pear in the October number of Ainslee's 
Magazine, will not agree with many of his 
statements and conclusions, but they will all 
admit that it has been written by a man who 
knows his subject, who has observed care- 
fully, and thought deeply. The essay is full 
of thought-inspiring epigrams, which, if they 
sound cynical, have the sting of at least 
partial truth about them. 

Mr. Steffens declares that the typical busi- 


ness-man is a bad citigen because he is a 


good business-man. He is too busy to pay 
much attention to politics, and when his 
neglect has permitted bad government to go 
so far that he can be stirred to an active 
part in politics he is unhappy, and he looks 
around for à cure that shail be quick, so that 
he may hurry back to the shop. His patent 
remedy for the evils of politics is a quack 
remedy. It is business. | 

Business-men have been elected to almost 
every office in the gift of the people, yet 
politics remains corrupt, government pretty 
bad, and te selfish citizen has to hold him- 
self in readiness like the old volunteer fire- 
man to rush out every now and then and put 
out the fire, after the damage is done. 

The business-man, Mr. Steffens declares, 
has signally failed in politics, because poll 


tics is a business in itself. * 

In Bngland politics is a sport. In Ger- 
many it is a profession. n the United 
States it is a business, pure and simple. 
That's what's the matter with it. That, in Mr. 


Steffens’ opinion, is the matter with art, t- 


erature, religion, journalism, law, medleine. 
They are all business nowadays. 

When the busy Dusiness-man says that 
politics should be conducted on a business 
basis he means that some other business- 
man shall give up his own business and go 
into politics, which he shall manage in the 
interest of the busy business-man. Perhaps 
such a one is elected and his of- 
fice in the desired interest. So the busy 
business-men are satisfied and complacent, 
while the politicians are Gissatisfied and ex- 


‘tremely active. So the business-man in poli- 


tics is defeated when he comes up for re- 
election by the business politicians, who 
know the business of politics much better 
than he does, and he goes back to his own 


trade, respected but defeated. © 

That sort of thing is neither business nor 
politics. It doesn’t succeed and it doesn't 
pay, There is no profit in it ef for the 
community or the man himself. 

The defeated man may say that after an 
he is a merchant and his term in politics ts a 
sideshow.

For a warm and close 
friendship unites the two men, and this in 
itself is sufficient to prejudice both the 
present Secretary of War and Lord Roberts 
against Sir Evelyn, Lord Wolseley being 
their bete nolr.“ Sir Evelyn is, however, 
too distinguished a soldier to admit of his 
being shelved for good. So he has been given 
the command of the newly formed Second 
Army Corps district, with headquarters on 
Salisbury Plain, the great strongholds of 
Plymouth and of Portsmouth being included 
in the district, and subject therefore to his 
command. Salisbury Plain itself is to be 
transformed into a second Aldershot. 
Evelyn Wood is a many-sided man. He is 
a member of the bar. He won his Victoria 
Cross as an officer of the navy, and imme- 
diately afterwards got transferred to the 
army, and has the reputation of being as 
clever in the handling of cavalry as of in- 
fantry. While a splendid soldier he is also 
a most polished courtier, and when the Em- 
press Eugénie insisted upon going out to 
Africa after the death of the Prince Imperial 
in order to visit the spot where his body had 
deen found Sir Evelyn Wood was designated 
by the late Queen to act as her escort. He 
suffers from one drawback—namely: he is 
extremely deaf. 

His particular aversion is the Duke of Or- 
leans, and it was he who induced the late 
Queen to turn the French pretender out of 
the British army, in which he served for a 
time under Sir Evelyn. The Duke used to 
take advantage of his royal rank to play all 
sorts of pranks, that were altogether sub- 
versive of discipline, and on one occasion 
when Sir Evelyn, while in command at Alder- 
shot had gone up in a captive balloon on a“ 
stormy day to witness some military opera- 
tions, the Duke drew his sword and cut the 
rope, the balloon being carried off at a tre- 
mendous rate, and, as there was no ballast 
in it, no anchors or tackle, in fact, none of 
the equipment needed for a trip through the 
air, Sir Evelyn almost lost his life, and, in 
fact, was quiet seriously injured when final- 
ly reaching level ground some seventy miles 
from Aldershot. 

It had been expected that the Duke of 
Connaught would be appointed to succeed 
him as Adjutant General. But this is not the 
case. The new Adjutant General of the Brit- 
ish army is Lieutenant Genera] Kelly-Kenny, 
who commanded the Sixth Division in the 
Boer war and who is a particular favorite of 
Lord Roberts.

BUSINESS DULL IN GERMANY. 


Stagnation in Iron and Textile Trades 
Continues, but Exports Show 
Slight Gains. 


BERLIN, Sept. 22.—Stagnation in German 
industrial circles continues. The week’s in- 
dustrial reports coincide, showing deteriorat- 
ing conditions. The Essen and Dueldorf 
Boerses agree that the iron situation is still 
weakening.’ The Cologne Gazette says: 

„The situation is unsettled. The domestic 
niericat is less willing to buy, while the mills 
are making unusual exertions to get export 
orders, which are now not remunerative. 
German half-finished iron and steel now go 
to Great Britain in large quantities, playing 
the same role there as the American product 
played last year.“ 

The Vossische Zeitung points out that over- 
production exists throughout the whole iron 
trade and urges a restriction of output. 

According to a dispatch from Chemnitz, the 
textile and other industries in Saxony and 
Thuringia are suffering keenly. Several first- 
class firms have recently suspended. In some 
towns old and reliable factories have shut 
dowh. Others are reducing wages and dis- 
missing employés. 

Statistics of Germany’s foreign trade for 
August show 4,234,000 tons imported, which 
is a decrease of 318,000 tons, and 2,922,000 
tons exported, which is an increase of 94,000 
tons.

Larger Trade Lines Not Disturbed. 


Although all wholesale trade lines were 
broken into by the President’s funeral, the 
state of business in the various trade 
branches does not seem to have suffered to 
any appreciable extent. In all local houses 
it was a case of two days’ business being 
done in one. All dry goods houses have ex- 
perienced an unusual movement in black, 
white, and purple goods suitable for mourn- 
ing, the demand being sufficient to exhaust 
all stocks in this line. Early in tit week 
there was a well pronounced famine in goods 
of this character, but shipments were hur- 
ried forward from Eastern milis and the 
strained situation lightened sufficiently to 
enable local wholesalers to practically fillall 
orders. 

There continues every evidence of an active 
fall trade in boots and shoes, clothing, and, 
in fact, all apparel. In groceries and other 
consumptive branches trade continues sea- 
sonably active. None of the lines is espe- 
cially disturbed as to prices, barring possibly 
the oll trade, in which linseed has been sub- 
ject to a more or less steady advance for 
several weeks. The close of the week finds 
a big demand for oil around 65c, but at this 
pice the crushers are not taking orders any 
further ahead than can be helped. A week 
ago spot oil was not particularly strong at 
Sic. The advance is said to be based pri- 
marily’ on higher prices for flaxseed, al- 
though when the latter market declines the 
price of oll does not fall off in keeping with 
it. Crushers say that for several months 
there has been little or no profit in making 
tomparatively low priced oil out of high 
priced seed, and that they are now going to 
try to do business at a reasonable profit. 

In hardware lines a practical famine ie re- 
ported in sheets out of which stovepipe is 
made. Orders have been piling up in all 
wholesale hardware houses for several weeks 
on this kind of material, and the best they 
can do is to promise shipments as soon as 
the same are received from mills. It is the 
active season of the year in this line and 
the shortage is materially affecting the vol- 
ume of business, making it below normal. 
The activity in other branches of the trade 
is, however, largely offsetting these condi- 
tions, and it is-not considered probable that 
the total for the month, as compared with 
any immediately preceding periods, will show 
any falling off. The practical settling of dis- 
turbed labor conditions has had a beneficial 
effect on many of thé industries, particularly 
those using large quantities of hardwood 
and iron and steel in implement and other 
similar manufacturing. 

Reviewing the trade situation as a whole, 
it shows practically no disturbing features 
and continues to give indications that the 
business for the year is destined to be a 
record-breaker. 

Coal lines are becoming rather more active 
as the season advances, although receipts of 
anthracité continue small and exhibit a large 
decrease as compared with last year, the 
falling off to date being upwards of 200,000 
tons. Prices continue steady, but it will be 
no surprise to the trade if the retail figure is 
soon put at $7.00, Bituminous coal, espe- 
cially in the West, is in rather better supply 
than demand, and all the market conditions 
are correspondingly easy. 


Frost Helps Grain Price. 


General frosts over the corn’ belt were the 
principal market factors of the week in 
grains, causing a sharp advance in corn and 
affecting wheat and oats sympathetically. 
Their first appearance was the signal for 
much speculative excitement and covering by 
shorts on a large scale on Tuesday caused a 
Ze bulge. The following morning the frosts 
were heavier and extended over a wider ter- 
ritory, but their effect as a bull factor seemed 
to have been discounted for the time being. 
There was heavy profit taking, the support 
was less emphatic, and over half the gains 
of the previous day was lost. Since the break 
there has been little price change, but the 
volume of trade has been much smaller, 
owing to a disposition to wait to see what 
the damage by frost really amounted ta. 
There are two minds about this in the trade, 
claims being made that 75 per cent of the crop 
had been cut and that only a small portion of 
the remainder was susceptible to damage. 
But in view of the long drought in July, when

‘growth was retarded, the certainty that only 


the late corn could make a good crop in many 
States, and that the late corn was later than 
usual, makes it probable that the damage is 
really considerable, not necessarily in reduc- 
tion of yield, but in making a portion of the 
crop unmerchantable. Only the huskings 
can determine the extent of the injury. The 
last two days of the session an improved de- 
mand for corn for shipment sprang up, sales 
approximating 1,000,000 bu, but because of 
the large stocks held here the effect of the 
cash business speculatively was nothing more 
than to hold the market steady, at a net 
advance for the week of 1. 

Wheat was still subject to the depressing 
influence of the large Northwestern move- 
ment, but at 70c for December, the low point 
for that future, there developed an improved 
investment demand on the theory that the 
price was too cheap in comparison with other 
grains and vegetables. There was no impor- 
tant news, and foreign buyers still seemed 
to be holding off in hopes of a further decline, 
but the frosts, with their effect on corn 
values, were ahelpto wheat. The range was
